15.  DOI  announced  on  August  20,  2015,  that  the  Bureau  of  Reclamation  would  lead  its  review  of 
the  Gold  King  Mine  spill.  According  to  EPA  documents  and  press  reports,  the  Bureau  of 
Reclamation  has  not  cooperated  with  EPA’s  efforts  to  address  contaminated  mine  water  and  to 
clean  up  the  California  Gulch  Superfund  Site  in  Leadville,  Colorado.  For  example,  in  2008  Lake 
County,  Colorado,  commissioners  declared  a state  of  emergency  over  concerns  about  the 
buildup  of  contaminated  mine  water  at  the  Bureau  of  Reclamation’s  Leadville  Mine  Drainage 
Tunnel.
